Committee Has Tough Job 


The School Committee has a tough problem to solve. 


The special report of the Salary Evaluation Committee, 


concerning basic salary schedules, recommends sub- 


stantial increases all along the line. Whether to adopt the 
report’s recommendations, in whole or in part, will be a 


decision reached only after very sober thought. 


Because, while the report's suggested schedule may 
actually be” the one needed here, there also is a cost 


factor to consider. The actual figures aren’t available yet, 


but most everyone agrees that, to raise salaries as re- 
commended in the report, will cost quite a lot of money. 

The Committee now is faced with the responsibility of 
deciding how much the town can afford to spend in relation 
to the need. It isn’t easy to keep both these things in 
mind and maintain an even balance between them. 

We don’t envy the School Committee its job. For on one 
hand, there will be some objection to even a small raise; 
while, on the other, proponents will howl if the raises are 
not large enough. 

It will be mighty interesting to see how the Committee 


solves this one. 
Evaluation Is Good For All 


It’s good to see the wage and job evaluation underway 


with every hope that a full report will be available by the 
year’s end. 

This job, now being handled by an impartial firm, is 
one of the most vital undertaken here in several years. For 
once it has been completed — and accepted — many ine- 
quities in the municipal salary schedules will be corrected 
and others will, we believe, be prevented from occurring 
later. 

Town employees have nothing to fear from the evalua- 
tion, for there is no intent to decrease any salaries for 
present employees. Some jobs may be rated lower on the 
pay scale and, in those cases, employees of the future 
would start at whatever rate is set by*this survey. Thus, 
no present employee will be taking home less money for 
his present work than he gets now, 

It is important to realize that some town jobs may be 
and with 


industry. Recommendations for higher pays may be made 


ou of line with those in other towns and cities 
for specific jobs — and in this case, the incumbent would 
be increased. He et 

Thus town employees have nothing to fear and every- 
thing to gain from a realistic, thorough evaluation of their 
jobs and their pays. 

The town has much to gain, too. For morale in all de- 
partments should be high when all employees realize that 
they are being paid equitably in relation to all other em- 
ployees and that they have an equal opportunity for 
financial advancement with other employees. When morale 
is at a high level, the town should get good service. 

We hope and expect that everyone connected with this 
evaluation — employees of the town, elected officials and 
board members — will cooperate to the fullest so that the 
end result will be a wage and job survey that is under- 
stood by all and agreeable to most employees and towns-
